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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 07/09/2004 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

2. Regarding claim 1 1 , Divon et al. (Divon) teaches a removable memory with a 
PCMCIA connector, or plug-in contact (Col. 11, line 65 - Col. 12, line 1, and Fig. 8b, 
unit 56, 200B, and 307A). A PCMCIA card can store data in the same manner as the 
disclosed chip card. Furthermore, Schairer, U.S. Patent No. 5,736,782, teaches that a 
PCMCIA card is a type of chip card (see the abstract). 

3. Regarding the limitation in claim 1 1 , digitizing the inputted message via a 
voice digitization module. Divon teaches a digital vocalizer that digitizes the inputted 
message (Col. 7, line 65 - Col. 8, line 5 and Fig. 2a, units 58, 94, 96, and 32). Divon 
teaches a digital vocalizer that converts an analog signal into a digital signal. Divon 
teaches the step of digitization. 

4. Regarding the limitation in claims 21 and 28, a voice digitizing module for 
digitizing the received acoustic message, Divon teaches a digital vocalizer, which 
digitizes the received acoustic message. See the above argument with respect to 
claim 1 1 , Divon discloses this feature. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. Claims 35-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by 
Divon. 
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6. Regarding the new claims 35-37, see the previous rejections of claims 11,21, 
and 31, respectively, in the office action mailed on 04/07/2004. Furthermore, Divon 
teaches that the digital vocalizing elements are integrated within the audio system (Col. 
11, lines 61-65).
